Washington, February 25.—Thirty 
specific amendments to existing 
war risk insurance act are proposed 
in a bill for the relief disabled 
veterans which has been drawn up 
by the nationa] legislative committee 
of the American Legion, based on 
resolutions adopted at the last legion 
convention. Major provisions of the 
bill were outlined in a statement to-
